All residenta who have the welfure of 
Hongkong at heart will cheerfully consent 
to the expenditure of public money, to 
which they contribute their quota, on public 
ends of the highest importance. Only the 
qnerest ‘self-interest-would -shrink from this, 
In this connection we wish just to allude to 
ope point of some delicacy. It seems an 
ungracious task to speak a word against 
contributing handsomely to so praiseworthy 
q-acheine as the commemoration of the late 
Queen Vicronta by the erection of 2 memo- 
rial in London. Nevertheless, the opinion 
has already been freely expressed, and it is 
held by 9 very lurge nutnber, that this is a 
matter more for private subscription —Hong- 
kong has already raised nearly $78,000—than 
for a public vote from the Colony’s revenues, 
and that’a fitter object for ‘our public 
money would be to makea great and healthy 
city of this place which bear Vrerorra’s 
name. The Hongkong Government has 
for long been remarkable for its * penu- 
rious economy wita respect to some of 
the most’ urgent public works. The 
most fitting mark of appreciation of 
our late Queen would he to mark the 
change © from this © short-sighted «and 
ultimately ‘extravagant policy by coupling 
with the commemoration of the deceased 
Sovereign some great local public work. 

To resume, beside the appointment: from 
home of. special sanitary commission, it is 
trusted that another step will be possible 
-next-year-shich will tend ton amelioration 
of local conditions in time of epidemic. 
This is the permission for the transfer, 
under proper precautions, of Chinese suffer- 
ing from plague who may desire to proceed 
to Canton for treatment and the consequent 
relief from: the anxiety which has in the 
past caused go many uatives to Hy. from the 
Colony during the plague senson. BLE, the 
Governor and the bulk of the Colony: are 
atone un. this point and. have’ “striven 
togethor to attain their object, but the Home 
Government has go far bean obdurate.

The disinfection of the premises consists in 
the spraying of tho walls with. a solution of 
perchloride of mercury {1 in 1,000) followed -by 
fumigation with fres chlorine, obtainald by the 
addition of diluted sulphuric ac‘d to chlorianted 
lime (1 pint of a Lin 5 solution of the crndo 
acid to each th, of the chlorinated lime). Floors, 
and furnitureare then scrubbed with a solution 
of one of the coal tur preparations of carbulio 
acid, and the walls sre then lime-washed, 
chlorinated Hine beiag added to. the line-wash 
in the proportion of I fi. to the gallon. 

6. Burial of the dead—This is carried out 
under the superintendence of ous of the Board's 
European officers, alt bodies being buried at the- 
Kennedytown Plagns}Cemetary, anloss a special 
permit has been granted for burial elsewhore. 

General sanitary precautions, — Chiorinated 
lime is supplied to all tha public latrines for 
use in the buckets, and theufticers of the Board 
are inetructed to see that it is froely used. 

A reward of 3 cents per hsad has been offer-

Board, and over 50,00 vats have by this means 
been collected and destroyed during the first
